Something in Place of Corn 


Texas is not a corn state and probably never will be. 
I lie 
climatic conditions are against it. Nor is it necessary th at this 
be a corn state, when other crops can be grown th at are as good 
tor feed purposes. 
Com club boys have produced what have been considered 
marvelous crops from single acres of corn, and yet these were not 
so m uch in excess of the average of the corn growing states like 
Illinois and Iowa. 
In Brazos county a corn yield ol twenty-five 
bushels to the acre is exceptionally good, ten to fifteen bushels 
being nearer the average, whereas in the real corn states three 
times that is not an unusual crop, although it may be above the 
average for the state. Corn cannot be produced here with profit 
It utilizes too much land for what it yields. It is sorry when it is 
produced, for very little first class corn is harvested in this county 
As a m atter of fact corn is not worth fooling with in this county 
when other agricultural products are possible that will give better 
yield and are just as good if not better as feed crops 
Every farm er should make it a point to arrange his yearly 
program to give first importance to lood and feed crops tor ins 
sell preservation and the preservation of the family and the ani 
mals he has on the farm. Then he can begin to talk cotton. But 
he m ust think first of his own stom ach and of those dependent 
upon him. Hence, he should grow a garden and should haye an 
orchard. Next he should set apart a certain number of acres for 
peanuts, peas, beans, sorghum s and other crops that are known 
to do well in this soil and climate, lf he is not advised what to 
plant he can consult those who have experimented, or he can 
take up the m atter with the A. and Al. College. 
Of all the crops 
most promising for this section, peanuts seem to be in the lead. 
They have the virtue of being suitable food for both man and 
beast, and furtherm ore both toe nuts and the stalks are usable 
as feed. With anything like a decent rainfall they ought to pro­ 
duce in such abundance in this county th at there would be no 
necessity for growing corn. Then there are the various sorghum 
crops th at can be grown for feed, and some of them produce fine 
syrup for the use of man, thus adding another article to our home­ 
made table fare. 
Cowpeas and other legumes of similar sort 
ought to do well here, and take the place of corn. 
It is to be hoped Senator Chamberlain is now satisfied with 
the conduct of the war departm ent, a buyer of m unitions with 
large powers having been appointed and Secretary Baker having 
assured him that France and Great Britain, instead of being “bled1 
white to furnish the United states with artillery and machine 
guns, expressed a desire so to do and had a surplus with which 
to do it. The declaration of the secretary that we have a million 
men under arm s in the United States, to say nothing of those 
abroad, and that m anufacturers will keep pace with the demand 
for more rifles for the oncoming men, is in itself indicative of the 
task th at was undertaken and carried through in nine months. 
The tremedous growth of the arm y in th at period of time which 
had to be equipped and clothed, and new contracts made for the 
extraordinarily increased num ber of men, was something that 
could not be co-ordinated and brought into perfect working con­ 
dition over night. That the war departm ent was not ready for 
it was to be expected. Everybody knew it was not ready, despite 
the fact that President Wilson had warned the country that what 
did happen was what was very likely to happen. 
Congress did 
not take heed of his warning, nor did the people, and therein lies 
as much of the blame as can be placed. The war departm ent, as 
the secretary admits, made m istakes of judgment and errors in 
other ways, but none of them have been vital when we consider 
the enormous task that was undertaken. 
In fact, keeping this 
in view all the time, we believe that the percentage of blunders 
and m istakes is less than in the first year of any war in the history 
of the United States.

But th at “but beats the 
devil about the bush.’’ No m atter how a tax may be raised, it is 
a tax just the same. 
The automobile tax was a tax on property 
owners who generally were called upon to pay other taxes. 
So 
when the average taxpayer summed up all that he was com­ 
pelled to pay the sta te , in one way aud another, he found his bill 
very high.

By putting the highway improvement work in the hands of 
a commission already established and whic h has long since dem­ 
onstrated its importance aud value to the people of the state, 
will tend to reduce the state’s expenditures and perhaps lead to 
a reduction of tin* automobile tax, or at least to the general taxes 
of the state. 
It m atters not where the reduction may come, just 
go it comes w ithout crippling the adm inistration of the state 
law s and state functions.

improvements, and whatever might be 
done in a temporary way would have 
to come out of county funds.

dicated that he preferred to exhaust 
efforts to sell the bonds before giv­ 
ing thought to temporary work.

E X T R A SESSION. 


Omaha. Nem , Jan. 25.—The restric­ 
tion of the elective franchise in Ne­ 
braska to actual citizens of the United 
States is the object of an amendment 
to the state constitution proposed by 
the state council of defense and for 
the submission of which to the voters 
petitions are now being circulated. 
Under the present constitution foreign­ 
ers who have declared 
their 
inten­ 
tions of becoming citizens are 
per­ 
mitted to vote. 
The subject was brought to public 
notice some weeks ago by numerous 
registrants under the military draft 
law who claimed exemption as “enemy 
aliens," although they had procured 
their first naturalization papers and 
had voted in elections. 
It is hard to say how many men 
would be disfranchised by the adop­ 
tian of the amendment but it is esti­ 
mated that at least 20,000 of the less 
than 300,000 voters in the state would 
I a affected. 
Of this number It is Bald 
I nut half are Germans and Austrians 
It m il require the signatures o* ip 
proximately 30,000 registered voters 
to validate the 
petition 
sub m uting 
the amendment to the electors, but the 
members of the state council are sure 
that many times that number will be 
obtainable 
without 
difficulty. 
Tho 
amendment will be submitted at the 
Voveml«r election.

only Russia and the central powers. 
Commenting on the fourteen points 
of President Wilson’s peace program, 
he said that an agreem ent was pos­ 
sible without difficulty. 
The 
first, 
fourth and fifth points would m eet 
the difficulty, Germany had never de­ 
manded the incorporation of Belgium 
by violence. 
He said the added question of Po­ 
land would be decided by 
Germany 
and Austria-Hungary. 
When all else is settled, 
Germany 
would be ready to discuss a league 
of peace. 
H err von Hertling contended that 
Alsace-Ix)raine is almost entirely Ger­ 
man territory. 
Settlem ent 
of 
that 
question would he discussed only by 
France and Germany. 


The points to which the chancellor 
referred are as follows: 
One— Open covenants of peace with­ 
out private international understand­ 
ings. 
F o u r—Guarantees for the reduction 
of national arm am ent to the last point 
consistent with domestic safety. 
Five— Impartial adjustm ent of all 
colonial claims based upon the princi­ 
ple that the peoples concerned have 
equal weight with the interests of the 
governm ent 


AUSTRIA STILL NEGOTIATING. 
London, Jan. 25.—Austria has decid­ 
ed td continue

negotiations 
with Russia on the basis of no annex­ 
ations and no indemnities, according 
to Count Czernin, who spoke before 
the reichstag today.

Hungary and the United States form 
the starting point for conciliatory dis­ 
cussion. 


WASHINGTON SEES SNO HOPE.
